Great New Equipment to Be 
Used By Prof. Compton 
in Tests 


Dunning, Mackenzie, Power 
and Gardiner Leave Eng¬ 
land for Canada After 
European Visit 


By Hrlmcf Service ( 

Chicago, Aug. 7.—More + powerful 
than any other aimllar apparatus In 
the world la the -new cosmic ray 
equipment now nearing completion 
in the laboratory here of Prof. Arthur 
H. Compton. Nobel Prize scientist of. 
the University of Chicago. 

Heart of the device—a Wilson cloud 
chamber—la a giant twelve-ton mag¬ 
net whoee strong field will bend 
cosmic rays and th* atomic electrified 
debris so their energies can be cal¬ 
culated. The magnetic field gene¬ 
rated by the new Chicago magnet will 
be 40.000 times as powerful as that 
of the- earth. The magnet was de¬ 
signed by Prof. Compton and hia re- , 
search associate. Haydon Jones. 

The equipment will be used, states 
Prof. Compton, in a new aeries of ex¬ 
periments by which It la hoped fur¬ 
ther data can be obtained on high 
energy particles to see if the known 
laws of electricity apply to them. 
LEAVE POO TRAIL 

As cosmic rays paaf through the 
moist gas of the Wilson Cloud cham¬ 
ber in the field of the magnet, they 
will leave a fog trail which will be 
automatically photographed. Prof. 
Compton estimates there should be I 
one cosmic ray entering each second I 
and about one out of fifteen will be 
moving In the proper direction for 
photographing. 

The magnetic field will bend the 
paths of the cosmic ray*. Very high I 
energy particles are less susceptible | 
to deflection than are those of lesser i 
energy, in somewhat the way that a ! 
baseball is harder to curve than la fa ' 
ping pong ball. Because the magnetic 
field will curve the tracks of the j 
paths of particles of high energy to a 
leas extent than It will those of low 
energy, Professor Compton will be 
able to Judge the energy and deter- j 
mine if the particles are positively or 
negatively charged. 

Previous experiments have measured 
energies up to 20.000,000.00$ volts, but 
Professor Compton hopes to extend 
the measurement with his magnet 
to ener-»es of 40j000.000.000 volts.

T host Adventurous Days 

A S MOTOR TOURISTS IN UNPRF- 

cedented numbers now roll through Vic¬ 
toria and over pur island highways, there must 
be at least a few old-timers among them who 
can remember the days when an automobile 
tsip was really adventurous. 

To be sure, motoring now is more fun than 
it used to be. It is. in fact, taken all in all, 
one of the most completely pleasant diversions 
! that the race has ever devised f or itself. But 
it is not the high adventure that it once was. 

The motorist of the old pre-war days sailed 
Uncharted seas^—and sailed them, moreover, in 
e caravel that was just a little bit cranky and 
given to distressing leaks. The paved highway 
was almost non-existent. A stretch of passably 
smooth gravel was a first-class road then, to 
be driven over with a grateful mind and a light 
heart. Bej ond it there was certain to be rutted 
dirt which could turn into the deepest, stickiest, 
most automobile-engulfing kind of mud. as soon 
as a little rain came down. 

Whether the road was good, had, or in¬ 
different, there was the problem of keeping on 
it. There were no guide signs and there were 
no handy little road maps. There were the 
primitive route books from which as the driver 
brought his car to a crossroads, the indispen¬ 
sable back-seat driver would chant something 
along the lines of “bear light by schoolhouse, 
go 3.6 miles to crossroads, turn left and follow 
gravel 1.8 miles to v.ooden bridge. . . .Sooner 
or later, of course, the motorist lost Ws way 
and had the privilege of calling lonely and won¬ 
dering settlers to ask them the way. 

But the roads and the difficulty of keep¬ 
ing on them were only part of the hazard. There 
was the car itself. The automobile of those 
early days, was still on probation. It was sub¬ 
ject to odd and inexplicable lapses into coma. 
Today's motorist can be as ignorant of me¬ 
chanics as a babe in arms and still undertake a 
season's tour with a light heart; yesterday's had 
to be an accomplished tinker or be prepared to 
trudge ten miles along a lonely road in search 
of a mechanic. 

And the tires! No motorist in his senses 
expected to take a trip of more than a day's 
duration without having to make at least one 
change. If his luck was out. he might have to 
'make half a dozen. Changing a fabric clincher . 
tire and pumping it up in those days was more j 
of a job than remedying tire trouble now, when ! 
all one has to do is merely to put on the already 1 
inflated spare. And in those days there were 
no handy filling stations either, where the \ 
motorist could have someone do it for him. 

So motoring, two or more decades ago. 
Was adventure with a rapital A; a thing for the 
•tout-hearted and toush-fibred. not simply a 
matter of deciding where one wanted to go. ' 
pointing the radiator emblem in the right direc- i 
tion. and letting nature take its course. It may > 
b” more fun nowadays, by far . , . but the 
tang of adventure has gone out of it.

A careful search in now mads 
of the galleries and workings every 
evening, before locking up, in order 
that no person shall have been left 
below. 

r\N THE Somme, at Thiepval. stands 
V ” / the great memorial, erected upon 
that field of battle to the memory of 
some 150.000 soldiers of the British 
Empire who gave their Uvea among 
these dumpy hills. Of this number 
of 150,000. over half sleep In un¬ 
known. unlocated graves. 

During the erection of the Bomroe 
Memorial, and on a day In Novem¬ 
ber not far removed from Armistice 
Day, an extraordinary story cams 
out of France. Th# managing direc¬ 
tor of the London con tractor# en¬ 
gaged in the construction of the 
memorial journeyed to Thiepval In 
connection with the work. Thla 
gentleman, a Mr. Broadburat. stated 
that while he was moving about tbs 
site, he suddenly became aware that, 
from aU sides, there was converging 
upon the site a vast multitude of 
men which to his thrilled astonish¬ 
ment, proved to be soldiers In the 
uttered, bullet-riddled khaki of Brit¬ 
ish uniforms.

Hie Utcst “incident.** described as one 
almost unprecedented in British political history, 
is the dismissal by the Prune Minister of Sir 
Christopher Bullock, permanent Secretary to the 
Air Ministry and a member of the Ah Council. 
Die leader of the government took this getion 
as a result of findings of a special board of 
inquiry which investigated conversations between 
the permanent Secretary and two of the officials 
of Imperial Airways Limited, of which Sir Eric 
Geddef, a former cabinet Minister and First 
Lord of the Admiralty, is chairman. 

It appears that Bullock for some time past 
has been considering his future in a sphere of 
activity outside that of politics with which he is 
familiar by reason of his knowledge of and asso¬ 
ciation with air travel. The “White Paper" 
presented to the government by the inquiring 
body said in part: “While we are not criticiz¬ 
ing his desire to link his future with that com¬ 
pany, we think that the special intimate relatiorf- 
ships subsisting at all times between the Air Min¬ 
istry and the company make it intrinsically im¬ 
proper for him in any circumstances to initiate 
conversations with the chairman or other repre¬ 
sentatives of the company in furtheranc* of that 
desire." The report then embellishes the “meat'* 
of the charge, which the ordinary employer 
would have expressed in rat her m ore pointed 
language, as*follows: “We^Tan^not but think 
that it was the official position he held that 
provided hifn with the vantage ground from 
which lie was able to press upon the represen- | 
(alive* of this company (Imperial Airways 
Limited), his personal suggestions which were j 
as unwelcome as they were embarrassing." 

Apparently Bullock was after the chair- I 
inanship held bv Geddes- and negotiations to- I 
ward that end began two years ago whefi con- ( 
ferences were in progress between the Air Min- | 
istry, the Genenl Post Office, and Imperial 
Airways Limited, for the carriage of first-class 
ejppire mail.

THKI THINGS show the sure progress of the 
1 human race.

President Fillmore took his first bath In this 
tub. which belonged to a millionaire who waa so 
eccentric that he actually'enjoyed being clean.

What ouihes this circum¬ 
stance the more strong* ! r - the fact 
that at the Arras memorial, a scant 
hour * walk away, heather grow*. 

At Neuve Chapelle. s new church 
stands In the place of that one which 
was shot to a shambles during the 
war. Just Inside the door to the left, 
you will see a smoke-blackened Cor¬ 
pus Chrlsti on the wall. This Corpus, 
at the outbreak of th# war. hung 
upon a wooden cro«s outside the old 
demolished church. Though th* 
who!# Village vw razed, and thla 
wooden croee almost shot -ntlrely 
sway. It still stood when the war 
came to an end. During the recon¬ 
struction the Corpus ChrleU waa rev¬ 
erently taken down and bung Inside 
the new church and a new shrine 
erected in the place where the croee 
had stood through four years of the 
terrific cross-fire of the contending 
armies' batteries. Touching to a 
Chris ilan 1* the fact that a fragment 
of shell had tom sn additional wound 
in His side.

Only after results similar 19 
those recorded (cancer production In 
rats by ultraviolet light) have been 
obtained on animals which are as ac¬ 
customed to. and as greatly benefited 
by. sunlight as Is the human being, 
can the evidence be considered suffi¬ 
cient for similar conclusions." 


"Washington. Aug. 8 . — Cosmic rays 
and other sorts of fast-flying atomic 
particles which are shooting continu¬ 
ally about the universe between the 
stars, planets and galaxies may ex- 
P*‘*n many of the mysteries of as¬ 
tronomy, It Is suggested in a scientific 
report published by ths National 
Academy of Sciences here.

•tar sends to another. Actual ma¬ 
terial substance In the form of speed¬ 
ing atoms.

Institution of Washington has dis¬ 
covered in the course of researches 
conducted at the institution's De¬ 
partment of Genetics here. 

Leukemia, the disease Is called in 
medical circles. The name Is Greek 
for “white Uood." because of the 
great excess of white blood corpuscle* 
that crowd the circulatory system 
and congest the vital organs.

In Detective Suspense 

Y°U COULD c«U "Thirteen Steps," by Whitman 
1 Chambers, a regular murder mystery story, 
but It la really a little more solid than that. 

That Is to say. that while the plot hangs on the 
question of a murder, and while the reader is 
kept In suspense as to the identity of thp killer 
right to the end. the book derives its inters* mors 
from ths interplay of the characters presented 
and from the study of their confused and tangled 
motives than It does from the mere mechanics of 
the crime and lie detection. 

The story has to do with a group of Wast 
Coast newspapermen and woman; a somewhat 
neurotic group, hard and rather aimless drinkers, 
who are perpetually at emu with the world and 
one another without realising exactly why. 

Out of the welter of thir mutual antagonisms 
comes the murder of s reporter’s wife—and almost 
anyone In the group might, conceivably, have 
done It. 

Mr. Chambers opens his story in the execution 
chamber at San Quentin. The condemned man Is 
mounting the scaffold, but bis identity la not 
revealed; and Mr Chambers proceeds to back¬ 
track. outlining the things that led up to the 
murder, describing the murder Itself, telling whet 
happened thereafter, and keeping you In suspense 
ss to ths n a m e of the man who U being hanged. 
It u an effective trick, guaranteed to keep your 
interest alive. 

The people in the book are a pretty fine group 
of heels, but Mr. Chambers describes them dis¬ 
passionately and does not apologise for them. All 
in all. he has written a book which is a cut or 
two above the mystery story clam and which 
ahould give you some first-rate entertainment. 
It is published by Doubleday, Doran and Co.

As a consequence an astronomical 
observatory of today looks more like a factory 
plant than an abode for philosophers. The poetry 
of constellations has given way to the lure of 
plate libraries, and the angel of cosmogonic specu¬ 
lation has been caught In a cobweb of facte insis¬ 
tently clamoring for explanations. 

"Who has not experienced the mysterious thrill 
of springtime in a forest, with sunbeams flickering 
through the foliage, and the low humming of 
Insect life? It Is the feeling of unity with nature, 
which Is the counterpart of the attitude of the 
scientist analyzing the sunbeams Into light quanta 
and the soft rustling of a dragon-fly into conden¬ 
sations and rarefactions of the air. But what is 
lost in fleeting sentiment Is more than regained 
In the feeling of Intellectual security afforded oy 
the scientific attitude, which may grow into a 
trusting devotion, challenging the peace of a 
religions mystic. For In the majestic growth of 
science, analytical in its experimental groping for 
detail, synthetic in lu sweeping generalizations, 
ws are watching at least one aspect of ths human 
mind, which may be believed to have s future of 
dlssy heights and a nearly unlimited perfecti¬ 
bility. 

“The analytic nature of science has revealed 
Itself most clearly in the constantly-growing im¬ 
portance of the atomic conceptions, and astronomy 
is ths science which, after physics snd chemistry, 
has benefited most from this development. It is 
at present the avowed goal of these sciences to 
build up a complete theoretical self-contained 
structure, based on stomle theory, sufficient for 
the adequate description of all physical and chem¬ 
ical processes In ths unirsrse.

Humor-a ^Bit Rou&h 

'T'HERE'8 A ORQf, slightly callous humor to 
“Dova Creek Rodeo.” by Alden Stevens (Mor¬ 
row). which puts this novel of the cow country 
in a class by itself. When you read It, you may 
wind up by hoping that the class never gets any 
larger, but you will at least admit that the book 
la different. 

The ordinary eowtown novel has a heroins 
who is almost eccentrically virtuous, and a hero 
who la Oalahad and Bayard minus the tin vest. 
In this book the heroine (if you can call her that) 
is complaisant beyond the dreams of wayward 
man; and the hero is a liar, a lecher, a rogue, 
and a general, all-round trouble-maker. 

. With that understood, we can get on with 
the story. 

The dreary little town of Dove Creek is holding 
a rodeo. On to the scene comes ths Utah Kid. 
who says he is Just a cowpuncher trying to get 
along, snd who acts as s catalytic agent to pre¬ 
cipitate all the stored-up trouble which the little 
town contains.

Kid has seduced the heroine, got drunk, insulted 
ths sheriff, started three fights, wriggled into 
snd out of a cow-country variant of tha badger 
game, slugged bis beet friend with a set of brass 
knuckles, and provoked the cities ns into ths 
formation of an Impromptu vigilance committee.

la therefore hear tor. This kind of Ice. like all 
kinds except the ordinary, sinks. Under high 
pressure water becomes like other liquids. The 
pressure necessary to form this variety of Ice 
at 82 degrees Fahrenheit to nearly 100,000 pounds 
par square Inch. 

Our knowledge of the complex behavior of 
water under pressure is due to two men. In 
Germany, prior to 1003. Tammsnn produced taro 
new varieties (and later published evidence of 
another) by using temperatures down to 30 or 80 
degrees below zero Fahrenheit and pressures up 
to 50.000 pounds per square inch. 

The next development came In 1018 when P. W. 
Bridgman of Harvard, using pressures six times 
as high as Tsmmsnns. discovered two new modi¬ 
fications. making six kinds In alL 

One of these, called "Ice-six.'' can even exist 
at the temperature of boiling water, provided 
that high enough pressures are available. 

One kind of Ice can sometime* remember, as 
It were, having once been another kind. When 
a certain pressure to applied to Ice-three, for 
instance. It will change at once to Ice-five if 
It has already been Ice-ftve a short time before. 
If It hse never been ice-five before the experi¬ 
menter may have some difficulty persuading it 
to take this unfamiliar step.

For this 
reason, the blood group tests sra 
essential for selecting donors for 
blood transfusions. 

Three groups of this type are 
known: A. which has antigen A; B.

neither. Two other antigens. M and 
N. can also be demonstrated In a 
little different way by mixing the 
blood cells with Serum from an ani¬ 
mal previously injected with an 
antigen. 

Other antigens are known to scien¬ 
tists, but so far their presence in the 
blood cannot be demonstrated easily 
enough to make them much help In 
legal caeea. Future research along this 
line, however, will lead to the dis¬ 
covery of still other new antigens.

Originally designed to test an In¬ 
dividual's social competence or ability 
to care for himself when suspected 
of mental deficiency, the scale la also 
well adapted for the study of the 
family history of persons of extra¬ 
ordinary ability and worth to aodety.

It can measure the whole gamut 
of human ability from feeble-minded- 
ness to genius, and does not depend 
upon a test given the individual him¬ 
self but -upon reports on the things 
he la able to accomplish.

This was a serious mat¬ 
ter as he had to fly from five to ten 
feet above the ground and as alow 
as possible—about elghty-flv# miles 
per hour. 

So he pulled the lever and stopped 
the flow of dust. Landing, he donned 1 
a gas maak and went back to work. 

On his first attempt Pilot McGregor 
took half an hour to spread the 050 
pounds of poison In hie hoppers on 
twenty acres. 

Thus aerially he was doing a Job 
In a few minutes which terrvatlally 
It would take days to accomplish. 

How did the pilot know he was 
spreading the dust on every leaf from 
the alrT Well. It la something like 
mowing a lawn or painting a bam. 
McOregor took the plane on a straight 
line along the aide of the field The 
billowing dust, pouring out of the 
tall of his plifae. turned that part 
of the field white. Then he doubled 
back and overlapped allghtly. Of 
course In time he learned better how 
far the dust from the plane spread. 

There were no neighboring gardens 
or farms to bother about ^here the 
experimental aerial dusting was un¬ 
dertaken. but neighbors need not 
fear as the dust Is absolutely harm- 
less to plant life and probably will 
do a lot of good In ridding their land 
of aphis. |
